The Church of God Evangel 
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Michigan State Ottis 


The twenty-ninth annual State 
Convention of the Churches of God in 
Michigan which convened at the 
Church of God Tabernacle June 24-27, 
1954, was truly a great convention in 
spite of some impediments which some 
apparently thought would make it a 
complete failure—thousands of peo- 
ple had been laid off from work; the 
convention being held in a large city, 
making it difficult for many to at- 
tend; the General Assembly coming 
on, and many planning to attend. 

The singing and music were excel- 
lent and inspirational. One could tell 
that the singers and musicians were 
worshiping and not merely demon- 
strating their talents. John C. Jerni- 

an, Assistant General Overseer, 

rought two excellent messages on 
“Building the Church.” J. H. Walker, 
overseer of Ohio and member of the 
General Missions Board, taught an 
usually good Bible lesson on Satur- 
day afternoon, and then preached one 
of his outstanding Mission messages 
on Sunday morning. Other visiting 
ministers eee during the conven- 
tion were ymond Crowley of Mary- 
land, and Wm. F. Sullivan, overseer of 
Central Canada, both of which did an 
excellent job and added much to the 


convention, while more visiting min- 
isters and friends testified and sang 
and made music, all of which was en- 
joyed. Some of our own Michigan 
ministers, E. O. Byington, host pastor, 
T. L. Forester, M. L. Lowe, and Lind- 
say F. Pratt, brought messages that 
stirred us to deeper devotion, while 
many other home ministers directed 
the devotionals, served on committees, 
and worked wherever they had an op- 
portunity to make the convention a 
success. 

While the floor offering for missions 
was only $579.87, special offerings 
brought to the convention and sent in 
ahead of time boosted the total mis- 
sion for Headquarters from Michigan 
in ten months of this Assembly year 
to over $14,500, or more than $7.50 per 
member for the membership at the 
beginning of the year. This is more 
than 34 per cent increase over last 
year. With Michigan having moved 
from fourth place in the “C” group of 
states to fourth place in the “B” 
group, and in less than four years and 
giving like this to send the gospel to 
other nations, it is no wonder that we 
had outstanding shouting, crying, 
preaching, praying, and all that goes 
along with it in this state convention.

Carolina. His messages were unmis- 
takably God anointed and God ap- 
proved.

A sequel to these good feasts was 
the presence of the unforgettable 
Brother and Sister Johnnie Owens and 
son for the duration of the cam 
meeting.

We 
had that, too, and thanks to our visi- 
tors. Several were from out-of-state.

Brother B. E. Ellis, state overseer of 
Missouri, added greatly to the minis- 
try of the Word with a timely mes- 
sage.

Brother Golden from 
Kansas, Brother Moore from Missouri, 
and ministers from Indiana added to 
our blessings by their prayers and 
presence.

Such a report of so great a camp 
meeting would not have been possible 
had it not been for the fellowship and 
cooperation of this fine group of min- 
isters and laity.

Program 

With foresight and wisdom and with 
those that assisted him, our much be- 
loved overseer, Brother Earl P. Paulk, 
planned a program that was given to 
every phase of our great Church pro- 
gram with emphases on the spiritual.

HAILE SELASSIE GIVEN 
GOSPEL FILM 

CHICAGO (EP) His Imperial Maj- 
esty, Haile Selassie of Ethiopia, was the 
recipient of a full-length color film 
from Moody Bible Institute on his re- 
cent visit to Chicago. The film “Prior 
Claim” is the latest of the Institute’s 
gospel-science films. Dr. S. Maxwell 
Coder, dean of education at Moody, 
presented the film to His Majesty “as 
an expression of our interest in the 
Christian emphasis the Emperor is 
putting on education in Ethiopia.” 

The Emperor told Dr. Coder he re- 
ceived the film with deep gratitude 
and that he would turn it over to the 
ministry of education. “This film will 
be used as a teaching tool in all our 
schools,” said His Majesty. “It will be 
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a great blessing to Ethiopian students. 
I enjoyed the film so much when I 
saw it last spring.” 


CONGRESS URGED TO TAKE 
FEDERAL RELIGIOUS CENSUS 


LOS ANGELES, California (EP) 
Congress was urged by the Augustana 
Lutheran Church at its 95th annual 
synod here to authorize the taking of 
a religious census in 1956 and to > 
propriate the necessary funds for the 
project. Dr. Emeroy Johnson, of St. 
Peter, Minn., statistician of the 
Church, pointed out that the Govern- 
ment sponsored a religious census in 
1916, another in 1926 and a third in 
1936. He said a census was begun in 
1946 but was abandoned because of 
lack of interest in church circles. Dr. 
Johnson said the great Wy of a 
federal census lay in the fact that it 
was taken by cities and counties and 
that it made church statistics availa- 
ble to the general public. 

It was reported that the National 
Council of Churches, on a special 
grant from the Ford Foundation, is 
conducting a census of American 
Protestantism on a city and county 
basis, the results of which are expect- 
ed to be ready next year. In another 
action, delegates adopted a budget of 
$1,183,850 for 1956, representing the 
amount of 1,200 local congregations 
will be asked to contribute to the gen- 
eral work of the denomination. 


LAYMEN HAVE TO GUARD 
CHURCH AGAINST VANDALS 


LOUISVILLE, Kentucky (EP) Al- 
most like the centurions of the tomb, 
laymen are keeping night watches at 
several Louisville churches. At least 
eight Louisville houses of worship have 
been hit by a recent wave of vandal- 
ism. As much as $2,500 worth of dam- 
age has been done to property in one 
church. 

Most of the damage has been laid to 
a group of vandals who brazenly call 
themselves “The Wreckers.” After rip- 
ping choir vestments, flooding bap- 
tistries and sinks, and wrecking furn- 
ishings, the vandals often write ob- 
scene taunts at police and bragging 
statements of their exploits on walls. 
“The Wreckers” also have victimized 
two private schools. In some cases, the 
vandals have called someone connect- 
ed with the damaged institution to an- 
nounce what has been done. Police 
Chief Carl Heustis has intensified 
night patrols and promised that the 
vandals will be caught. 


REVIVAL SWEEPS ARGENTINA 


NEW YORK (EP) Word relayed by 
the Christian and Missionary Alliance 
Foreign Secretary’s office from mis- 
sionaries of the C and MA in Argen- 
tina tells of tremendous revival meet- 
ings being held in that country. Be- 
ginning April 14, a campaign was or- 
ganized by twenty-three pastors of 
Buenos Aires with Evangelist Tommy 
Hicks, of California, as speaker. Hicks 
was largely unknown in Argentina, 
but he was an instrument used by 
God to secure the largest stadium in 
the country for the meetings and 
much favor with the newspapers and 
radio stations. During the first fifteen 
days of the meeting, the attendance 
slowly increased from five to ten 
thousand. Then the meeting broke, 
and people began to come by the thou- 
sands. Hundreds acknowledged Christ 
as their Saviour, and many others 
were healed of physical diseases. Peo- 
ple began to testify in the stadium, 
in the trains, and buses, and other 
public places. When the Catholic 
priests denounced the meetings at the 
masses, people arose to testify for the 
meetings. Bibles were sold until the 
supply was exhausted, and the de- 
mand was so great that people came 
hours before the meeting and waited 
in line for a copy of the Bible. More 
than 40,000 Bibles or Testaments were 
sold—some at premium prices. This 
demand is still evident, and effort is 
being made to get a plane load of Bi- 
bles brought in. Meetings were held 
first in a stadium seating 40,000; then 
it was moved to a stadium seat- 
ing 100,000. This also has been packed 
out, with crowds jamming the streets 
outside. Ministers taking part in the 
meetings suggest that this revival is 
the greatest in evangelical history. 
More than 80,000 convert cards have 
been signed, and all converts are re- 
ferred to local churches. One Alliance 
pastor reports 800 on his convert list. 
People have come from all parts of 
the country, and after attending the 
meetings, they are returning to their 


homes and filling the local churches. . 


Churches even in the interior report 
an influx of new persons. Argentina 
newspapers first opposed and gave 
“silent treatment” to the meetings, 
but at last they were forced by public 
interest to give proper coverage to the 
revival. When a leading sports report- 
er of a daily was converted and came 
to the platform to give his testimony, 
the people cheered for fifteen min- 
utes. Other outstanding persons have 
been converted, including some of the 
political leaders of Argentina and 
neighboring countries. 


FIRST BIBLES TO BE FLOWN 
TO CAMBODIA 


LONDON (EP) The first Cambodian 
Bible has just been published by the 
British and Foreign Bible Society in 
London. Fifty copies have been flown 
out to Indochina, in spite of the pre- 
vailing war conditions cf the country, 
as free gifts to fifty Cambodian 
churches.

other administrators of the seminary. 

Dr. Ockenga, one of this country’s 
leading advocates of missionary work, 
made his announcement from his 
Boston pulpit. He has been pastor of 
the Boston church since 1932, and he 
has simultaneously served as presi- 
dent in absentia of the Fuller Semi- 
nary in Pasadena since it was orga- 
nized seven years ago.

CHICAGO (EP) Blood, Sweat, and 
Prayers, a compilation of fifteen sto- 
ries by medical missionaries, has just 
been published by the Christian Medi- 
cal Society. The stories are about ac- 
tual people and experiences on twelve 
mission fields. J. Raymond Knighton, 
editor of the new publication, states 
that it comes in answer to frequent 
requests for medical missionary sto- 
ries. Although CMS has been publish- 
ing tracts and pamphlets for several 
years, Blood, Sweat, and Prayers is its 
first book. More books of a Christian- 
medical nature are in the future plans 
of the Society. 


LOCUSTS PLAGUE MENACE 
MIDDLE EAST 


CAIRO, Egypt (EP) The locust men- 
ace in the Middle East has assumed a 
serious scale this year, and the reg- 
ional office of the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization of the United Na- 
tions, in conjunction with the Arab 
League, summoned a conference in 
Cairo June 10. All the Arab countries, 
the United States, the United King- 
dom, France, India, Persia, Pakistan, 
and Turkey were asked to send rep- 
resentatives. Mohammed Hussein, an 
Arab League expert, has reported that 
the desert locust is now breeding in 
alarming numbers in Saudi Arabia, 
Iraq, and Jordan. The Egyptian Min- 
istry of Agriculture reports swarms of 
locusts in Upper Egypt, particularly in 
the Assiut and Guirga areas. The pur- 
pose of the International Conference 
was to consider ways of fighting the 
current menace more effectively and 
of preventing further swarms from 
reaching the Middle East. There has 
apparently been failure in coopera- 
tion among countries in using the or- 
ganization set up after the interna- 
tional locust conference in Damascus 
last November. 


DEMANDS ON SUNDAY SCHOOL 
TOLD 


LONG BEACH, California (EP) 
More children are in need of Sunday 
School in this country today than 
ever before, and we haven’t the plant 
facilities or personnel to care for them, 
delegates to the North American 
Christian Convention were told at 
Long Beach recently. Guy P. Leavitt, 
Cincinnati editor of the denomina- 
tional publication Lookout, addressed 
the first business session of the 15th 
annual meeting. Delegates gathered 
at the Long Beach Municipal Audi- 
torium for sessions. 

“In America today there are 70 per 
cent more children under five than 
there were in 1940,” said Leavitt. “In 
this country alone, 4,000,000 children 
are born each year. To provide them 
with religious education, we need 
more Sunday Schools, more teachers, 
classrooms, and Sunday School staffs. 
We should also conduct thorough 
community surveys to locate children 
who need this education and then 
seek to enroll them.”
